prepared to turn the horde of huns 
back upon themselves. 


"I h»T» no more information thin 


you have," Gen. Swinton said, "but 
it looks to me as if the German drive 
will die away soon and then it will 
be our turn. It is an anxious turn, 
and the "thing is serious, but there is 
no cause for despondency, so far as 
I can see. 
I know what our men 


have done in the past ar.d what they 
will do now. and I feel certain that 
the German's will be held." 


Talks to Mothers 


To the mothers 
and sisters of 


soldiers present in large numbers 
he had a word of comfort. 


"People are inclined, to take too 


gloomy a view as to the chances 
of their . sons' coming back, 
h-> 


said. 
"They 
are 
basing judg- 


ment on what happened to us in 
England. Don't gauge your losses 
by ours. Our greatest losses wer-; 
at the beginning of the war, when 
we were unprepared, when we had to 
sacrifice men by the thousands, but 
all that is changed now. 
Your 


men will be given the advantage, 
every protection that mind can 
conceive, and you .will not have to 
suffer as we did. 


"When your boys do-go, keep them 


-in a pood spirit by freo.uent letters 
from home. 
Let the sweethearts 


write often. 
Keep them cheerful 


•»n3 umvorried and try to remember 
that whatever you have to put up 
with here, they have to Fut up with 
more." 


Gen. 
Swinton told of Germany's 


secret spreading of propaganda prior 
to the war and said that the influ- 
ence of Germany over the world has 
been like an evil disease. 
He toid 


how the German soldiers, at the be- 
ginning of the war, wtre made to be- 
lieve that they were fighting to de- 
fend their fatherland, even after Bel- 
gium had been invaded, and said that 
many lies are being spread in this 
country by Germany to divide the 
people against each other. 


"From my own dealings with Ger- 


many, which cover a period of thirty- 
five years," h» said, "it is my opin- 
ion that God hms made mad th« Ger- 
mans we ar» fighting, and I differ 
with others in having the opinion 
that if the Prussians were the teach-' 
ers, the rest of the people have been 
apt pupils. 
We are n fighting race 


equipped with the scientific brain nf 
a university professor and the sav- 
age brutality of a gorilla. 


"The things I have seen you would 


hardly believe possible. 
Our Tom- 


mies were too kindly, they would not 
believe—the people ot home would 
not believe—that any white race 
could do such things «s the Germans 
have done, but now they know." 


Describes Condition 


General Swinton told how the war 


affects the civil population of Eng- 
land and realistically described what 
the English and French have to con- 
tend with when air attacks are made 
by the enemy. He told of the colossal 
scale on which battles are fought 
and said that in one artillery en- 
gagement of seven days the Brituh 
guns .fired $43,000,000 worth of shells 
in sii days and on the seventh day 
fired $20,000,000 worth. 


The average expense of running 


the affairs ol England prior to the 
war he said was $22 per capita, 
while since the war it has jumped to 
$300 per capita. 
The national debt 


before the war, he **id, was $77 per 
capita, while now it is $655. 


"It n«ds a deep purse to 'caiTy on 


a war of this kind," he said, "and 
you must realize that to be success- 
ful everyone should put his band in 
his pocket and Jtelp out financially.

British resistance to the mighty German blow west of 


Carnbrai apparently is stiffening. The Germans, despite 
the new masses of reserves which are being hurled into the 
battle line continuously, are slowing up. on some parts of the 
attacking front before the defense of Field Marshal Haig. 


On the extreme north and in the center the German 


progress has been appreciably slower, while around Ba- 
paume, on. the old battlefield of the Somnie, and east and 
north of Noyon the enemy has made gains, but only at the 
cost of. a fearful toll exacted by machine guns and artillery. 
The fighting on these sectors continues of the most severe 
character. 


Southeast of Arras the British line has yielded only 


about three miles at the greatest depth since Saturday. 
Immediately west of the Somme, south of Peronne, the Ger- 
mans suffered heavily in forcing.a.crossing.of the river and 
this advance seemingly has slackened. 


In the Bapaume region the Germans have driven a long 


salient in toward Longueval-and l^ave widened it southward 
in the direction of Peronne. Unless the salient is widened 
it may prove a menace to the enemy as the British line still 
is holding well to the north and the south. 


On the low ground between the Somrtfe and the Oise, 


where the French are assisting the British, the Germans, 
have reached Nesle and Guiscard, the British and French 
falling back under orders, but resisting the oncoming en- 
emy forces strongly. 
Around Chauny the Germans ap- 


parently have made no effort to cross th« Oise and strike 
south and the French north of the Oise probably are falling 
back to it toward the old line as it existed before the Ger- 
man retreat of last March. 


The Germans made their strongest efforts immediately 


west of Cambrai and between St. Qiientin and La Fere in 
the form of the well known "pincers" operations. The Brit- 
ish, however, met this by retiring in the center toward 
Somme,' eluding the jaws of the pincers and forcing the 
German advance to take the form of a wedge with a blunt 
apex and wide wings. 


As the battle now stands it is not much greater in 


length than the line which the Germans attacked, but the 
enemy now has exposed his front to flank attacks both from 
'the north and the south. In five days the Germans have 
a4vanced over approximately two-thirds of the territory 
they lost a year ago. 


British airmen continue to give strong help to the in- 


fantry and artillery and the latest statement reports that 
they accounted for 67 enemy machines, 45 of which were 
shot down. The British loss was ten. Entente aviators 
also have bombed Cologne and railway stations behind the 
battle line, as well as airdromes and billets. 


In Palestine British troops, crossing the river Jordan 


in force north of Jericho, are within three miles of Essalt, 
south of Mount Gilead. They have now covered nearly 
half the distance between the river'and the Hedjas railway 
to the' east.

ENGLAND. 


From the Christian Science Monitor. 


The Archbishop of York,'now on a 


visit to the United . States, must be 
kept busy endeavoring to explain to 
Americans how it is that he is pri- 
mate .of England and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury is pprimate of all Eng- 
land. A further difficulty, to . the 
secular mind, is how to reconcile the 
existence of two apparent firsts or 
supreme heads. The title primate, 
or first, strictly speaking belongs 
to the Latin church, and ii u»ed 
in some of the Christian churches 
to designate, a bishop as first in a 
province or, g-roup 
of provinces. 


Thus a metropolitan-may be a pri- 
mate presiding, in his province, or 
one of several metropolitans presid- 
ing over others. In England,- as a 
settlement of the quarrels between 
Canterbury and York, the title was 
made to overlap, that is. the-pope 
beforethe time of Henry VLTI, des- 
ignated the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury primate of all England. In 
other words the Archbishop of Canr 
terbucy is the supreme head of th'e 
church oi: England or, as was form- 
erly the case with the archbishops 
of 'Reims, he is primus inter prim- 
ates.'
